CRA Board In Meeting 


Further work, over the 
past year by various citizens, 
including those interested in 
the insurance business have 
come forth with substantial 
information that most surely 
the City will be lowered in 
its rating from a Class 6 
City to a Class 5. 

Although some insurance 
companies have been wri¬ 
ting insurance on the Class 
5 rating for some time, a 
new rating would req,uire all 
insurance companies to low'- 
er rates and pass the sav¬ 
ing,s on to th,eir policy hold¬ 
ers.

The first requirement for 
successful investing is a 
blueprint to discipline the 
inve.stor’s actions.

The People Must Know

It’s different when they are spending their own money. 
The 1169 House and Senate candidates who ran in the 
1972 elections collected ,‘569.7 million in campaign funds 
but only spent $66.4 million. They had $3.3 million left. 
Wouldn’t it bt? nice if, after they are elected they spent 
less of the people’s money than they collect. 

Sometimes a chain of events mean something. John 
Dan, the President’s chief accuser in the Watergate case 
was paid a divorce settlement of $85,000 by his former 
wife Karla Hennings in 1962. 

E. Howard Hunt, convicted in the Watergate case 
stated in Milwaukee on May 16, 1974 that neither a “pay 
off for silence,” or “hush money to keep quiet” or any 
threat of “blackmail” was ever made by him to John 
Dean and the $120,000 paid to him by Dean was for “legal 
expenses” and that “no conversation of any kind about 
Hunt keep quiet was ever had.” 

Next John Dean has sold his Alexandria, Virginia, 
house ta United States Senator Lowell P. Weicher, a mem¬ 
ber of the Senate Watergate Committee. Now tho Deans 
have just bought a California house in Trousdale Estates 
for $110,000. 

In October, 1972 .John Dean, without telling anybody 
borrowed $4,800 from tho Nixon campaign fund to go on 
a honeymoon with his present wife. 

But the worm turns. A publishing company in New 
York, Farrar, Straus and Ciroux arc said to have agreed 
to pay John Dean $2.50,000 to write a book on Watergate, 

Last October John Dean pleaded guilty to obstraction 
of Justice and faces a possible sentence of five years and 
a $10,000 fine. 

I was not surprised to learn that five of the six 
criminals killed by fire and law enforcement in the fire 
and shoot out in Los Angeles last week were products 
of the University of California at Berkeley. I wrote in 
this column more than two years ago that this university 
was a spawning ground and nesting place for violent 
revolutionaries training for a murderous assault upon tho 
citizens of tho United States, and to violently overthrow 
our government. Ample proof of this is evident today. 

This is the university that c'onstantly scrounges more 
and more tax money from the state legislature on the 
piiony pretense it is a great t>ducational institution. \^e 
either ought to clean it up or shut it down. 

The Congressional House Operations Committee has 
finally released a report which states $5.9 million was 
spent on Lyndon Johnson’t LBJ Ranch to provide security 
for the late President. This included $770,000 for another 
top security office 65 miles away in Austin, Texas. This 
office is now the office of the two Democratic Senators 
from Texas. Another $15,000 was spent on another John¬ 
son ranch called the Haywood Ranch. But don’t expect 
the House Judiciary Committee to hold any press con¬ 
ferences on this one. All the Demex-rats wear 10 gallon 
wliite hats. 

ITEMS Two thirds ol the 78 lawyers working on 
the public payroll as Public Defenders in Oakland closed 
down the Court by claiming they wore all “sick” and 
couldn’t work to defend pauper clients charged with crim¬ 
inal offenses in the bay area. 

This reporting in sick gimmick to support a strike 
for more money, ospc'eially by those who call themselves 
lawyers and officers of the courts is founded on perjury. 
These lawyers are not sick at all. They are simply proving 
that they are “liars.” To me they are conspiring to ob¬ 
struct justice. 

The House Judiciary Committee is now commencing 
investigation of the money the milk industry gave to the 
Nixon le-election committee. They want to know if this 
contribution was a bribe to get the government price 
support raised. This is a bit funny because the Congress 
itself had long lobbied tho White House for a price sup¬ 
port raise, and it was the Democratic Congress who passed 
tho price support program for milk and other agriculture 
products. 

It becomes even funnier because the milk industry 
gave more money to tlie Democrats by $150,000 than they 
gave to the Republicans. Further two milk officials have 
just plead guilty to making contributions to Hubert Hum¬ 
phrey, and are awaiting sentence in the Federal Court. 

Tho Committee is also hot to trot on the money How¬ 
ard Hughes contributed to the Republicans, but they are 
cold as ice in the $.50,000 Hughes’ man Maheau gave to 
Hubert Humphrey. Perhaps they ought to subpoena Hum¬ 
phrey to toll all, but $1 will get you $10 that they wont. 

The latest dope in Paranoic Junction (Washington) 
is that the Watergate serial is planned to run until the 
1976 election. By that time the Panda’s Mao gave to the 
President will be up for the Emmy awards on the day¬ 
time boob tube. 

Since being fired from his prosecutor job for illegally 
blabbing grand jury information to Democratic Senators 
Hartko and Kennedy, our old friend Archibald Cox is 
busy on the college campus circuit making speeches (for 
fees) where he tells the college kids tho real impeach¬ 
ment case against the President is because the President 
must be held responsible for the acts of his subordinates. 

In a Los Angeles Times poll on May 29, 1974, 47.9 
per cent said the President should remain in office and 
45.6 per cent said he should resign .Another poll in the 
May 25, 1974 National Observer found 58.5 per cent said 
the Congress should clear the President and 41.6 per cent 
said the President should be impeached. 

In a television hassle Robert Moretti (D) told Edmund 
G. Brown (D) that because Brown had no children and 
Moretti had several, Moretti was better qualified to be 
Governor. Mayor of San Francisco Joseph Alioto (D) said 
both Moretti and Brown were adolescents.
